The bill requires the economic development authority
to establish and administer a statewide welcome center
program and to operate, manage, and maintain all state-owned
and state-operated welcome centers. The authority is to
collaborate with other state agencies as necessary to operate
the welcome centers and to provide information to travelers.
Currently, there are detailed specific functions and
responsibilities assigned to various state agencies in order to
implement the general assembly’s goals for a statewide welcome

center program.
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
